The principal beneficmry of the new 
campaign will be the United Isracl 
Appeal, which transmits its funds to the 
Jewish Agency. Its 1954 programme 
provides for the establishment of 15 
agricultural settlements; the irrigation of 
40.000 acres of land; assistance to 
160,000 immigrants who have just begun 
agricultural work ; relief and other aid for 
100,000 newcomers living in difficult 
conditions in transit camps; assistance 
to 11,000 young people who have recently 
entered Israel; the transfer to Israel of 
20,000 Jews; welfare aid for several 
thousand elderly persons; and 
building of 10,000 housing units. 

Among the speakers at the conference 
was Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, who’ said 
that: Israci’s survival was i to all 
Amoricang and to the entire free world.

BEARSTED MEMORIAL 
HOSPITAL 


Mr. D. Weitzman’s Plea 
for Completion 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


The problem of the  Bearsted 
Memorial Hospital, Lordship Road, 
N_16. was brought to the attention of 
the Commons by Mr. Davip Weltz- 
MAN (Lab., Stoke Newington .and 
Hackney, North) on Monday. The 
problem, Mr. Weitzman said, was that 
of a maternity hospital which had 
one floor built and which had been 
waiting for a number of years to be 
completed 

Mr. Weitzman stated that he was put- 
ting the problem forward as a matter 
of serious concern to the = Jewish 
community, 

He went on to recall the hospital's 
humble beginnings in the East End in 
1895. By 1937 plans were prepared for 
a new building jo be erected on a site 
which had been acquired in Lordship 
Road. N.16. Work on the site had 
hegun but had been deferred because of 
the war. To fill the need meanwhile, 
premises had been acquired at Hampton 
Court and an annex of 30 beds opened 
there. 


‘Annex 20 Miles Away 


kt was not until October, 1945, that 
permission had been given to enable part 


of the hospital to be erected. In the 
result, there was now the _ Bearsted 
Memorial Hospital in Lordship Road, 
with a temporarily restricted unin of 


32 beds, opened in 1947, and an annexe 
over twenty mules away, at Hampton 


Mr. Weitzman continued: ™ This 
hospital was established by the Jewish 
community for the specific purpose of 
meeung the needs of patients who wished 
to observe strict dietary laws and who 
desired the atmosphere of an Orthodox 
Jewish imsutuuon dunng the period of 
their confinement. Neither ths purpose 
nor the special arrangement for Jewish 
Holy-days can be provided in a non- 
Jewish hospial. This is not a case of 
a hospital merely serving the needs of 
the immediate neighbourhood. It is not 


really a regional board matter at all. 
Ihe Bearsted Memorial Hospital was 
established to serve Orthodox Jewry 


throughout Greater London and, in some 
cases, even farther afield.”’ 


Ihe completion of an additional floor, 


which would give a maximum of 68 beds, 
would mean a saving im maintenance 
cosis of about £3,750 per annum on the 
tolal expenditure which was now being 
incurred in operating two separate units, 
Mr. Weiizman pointed out. 

He added that the hospital was one 
of the best-known maternity hospitals in 
ihe country. Unul about 18 months 
ago it was a recognised training school 
for post-graduate medical training for 
the Royal Colle ge ol Obstetricians, 
Today, because of the small number of 
beds. that recognition had been with- 
drawn. There was doubt that if 
the hospital were completed, or even if 
an additional floor were made, so that it 
had the 68 beds referred to, that recog- 
nition would be restored. 


Strong Communal Support 


Mr. BarNert Janner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) said that Mr. Weitzman had in 
no way underestimated the value placed 
upon that hospital by the Jewish 
community. 

Mr. Janner added: ‘1 happen to hold 
office on the Jewish Board of Deputies 
and | assure the Parliamentary Secretary 
that behind this appeal is the full and 
strong support of the Jewish community 
throughout the country. . Not only from 
the point of view of the putysical treat- 
ment at a hospital of this nature, but 
from the psychological point of view it 
is highly essential that strictly Orthodox 
Jewesses should have open to them the 
faciiities of such a hospital.” 

Miss Patricia Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, replying for the Government, 
pointed out that the hospital had been 
included in the National Health Service 
and ‘therefore it is not as easy as the 
hon. and learned Gentiemen would like 
to imply to treat it differently from the 
many other priorities which we have to 
consider in the Health Service.” 

She went on: “Not all mothers 
admitted to the hospital are of Jewish 
faith. Some 83 per cent are of Jewish 
faith. Therefore about 120  non- 
Jewish mothers have been accepted in 
the period. Further the Hampton Court 
annexe has dealt with only 1 per cent of 
Jewish mothers im the same period. It 
must be acknowledged that this is 
probably the only Jewish maternity home 
of this type in the country, and, therefore, 
the strong feelings of the hon. Member 
that Jewish mothers should be enabled to 
have the parucular surroundings of their 
fanh and the dictary conditions of their

SIR FRANCIS EVANS’S PRAISE FOR ISRAEL 
British Ambassador on Country’s Achievements

Both the British Ambassador to 
Israel. Sir Francis Evans, and the 
Isracli Ambassador in Britain, Mr. 
Eliahu Elath, stressed the community 
of interest and the desire for friend- 
ship between the two countries, when 
they addressed a reception given in 
honour of Sir Francis by the Zionist 
Federation and the 
Keren Hayesod, at 
Selby's Restaurant, 
Hanover Street, 
W.1. on Tuesday. 
Mr. Janus Cohen, 
Chairman .of the 
Federation, 
presided. 

Welcoming the 
British Ambassador, 
who is on leave, Mr. 
Elath said that the 
task of Sir Francis 
had been more diffi- 
cult than his own, 
inasmuch as Sir

THE CANAL BLOCKADE 


Isracl’s protest to the U.N. Security 
Council at the continued tlockade of the 
Suez Canal by Egypt was discussed in 
the Commons last weck. 

Mr. Patrick MartLanp (Con., Lanark) 
urged the Government to propose to the 
Security Council that it order action to 
enforce compliance with the Council's 
directive to Egypt in 1951 not to obstruct 
free passage. He also wanted the 
Government to offer Royal Navy escort 
through the Canal! to enforce compliance. 

Mr. SEtwyn LLoyp, Minister of State, 
pointed out that the matter was under 
consideration by the Security Council and 
that « would be undesirable to disclose 
the instructions issued to the British 
representative. 

Mr. Barnerrt JaNnner (Lab., Leicester, 
N.W.) said that the obligations upon 
Egypt to allow traffic through the Suez 
Canal should be insisied upon by the 
British representative in the Security 
Council] and that there should be no 
deviation from that course. 

When Mr. Eric JoHNsSON (Con.. 
Blackley) referred to the complaint to 
the Security Council by the Israeli 
Government and asked what was the 
British Government's policy in regard to 
this complaint, Mi. Llovd declared: 


“ The Government's policy is to uphold 
the principle of freedom of navigation 
through the Suez Canal.’

ISRAEL — INFLUENCE 
OR AUTHORITY ? 


No Need for Sanhedrin 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


There was no need to revive the 
Sanhedrin, said Dr. N. Wieder, of 
Jews’ College, when he spoke on 
“ Isracl-——Centre of Influence or Centre 
of Authority ’” at a meeting held by 
the Zionist Federation at the Anglo- 
Israchi Club. London, on Monday. 
Mr. ‘anus Cohen, Chairman of the 
Federation, presided. 

The speaker said he dissociated himself 
from the suggestion made by Rabbi 
Maimon (formerly the Israch Minister 
for Religious Affairs) that the Sanhedrin 
should be revived. so that Israel could 
become a centre of authority for world 
Jewry. The religious question, he said, 
was the knottiest problem confronting the 
State. There was, of course, the need 
to regulate Jewish life, and in that con- 
nection the powers of the local Jewish 
courts were very wide 

Although jhere was no need to revive 
the. Sanhedrin Dy Wieder continued. 
There was ih need for a world-wide 
Jcrusalem Senate—-to be 
“naiec would com- 
prise Jewish leaders and scholars both in 
Ixrae!l and th gola. It would not he an 
auihoritarian Dody issuing directives; 1s 
luncuian would be iO guide and to 
influence.

A proposal by Mr. J. Mendel for 
“the appointment of a special com- 
mittee by the Council of the United 
Synagogue to consider the advisability 
of alterations and modifications to the 
Ministerial Appointments Scheme and 
Committees " was adopted at Mon- 
day's meeting of the Council, held at 
Woburn House. London. The Hon. 
Ewen E. S. Montagu, C.B.E.. Q.C.. 
a Vice-President of the Council, was 
in the chair. 

Recommendations by the Executive 
Committee, the report of which was 
moved by the Chairman, that the 
honorary ttle of “ Emeritus Minister ~ 
be conferred on the Revs. E. Levine and 
1. Livingstone, of the New West End and 
Golders Green Synagogues respectivels 
were agreed to. Tributes were paid to 
the ministers’ long and devoted service. 


Edgware a Constituent 


In connection with the Edgware Dis- 
trict Synagogue, the Executive Commii- 
tee, the report stated, had pleasure in 
announcing that application had been 
received from the synagogue for admis- 
sion aS a consiiuent synagogue of the 
United Synagogue. The estimated cox 
of the new Edewure Synagogue, including 
the site, architect s fees, furnishings, and 
appurtenances was stated to be about 
£110,000 Towards that amount the 
congregation had undertaken to raise 
£55,000. inclusive of the proceeds of the 
eventual sale of the existing premises. 
and had made application for an advance 
of the remaining £55,000 on the usual 
terms.

THE STATE AND JEWISH SCHOOLS 
Inquiry into Lord Silkin’s Complaint

In view of the statement made 
recently by Lord Silkin [and reported 
in THe CHRONICLE], expressing 
surprise that nine years after the 
passage of the Education Act there 
should still be difficulties for Jewish 
schools in obtaining financial suppor:

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NEW CAMPAIGN TO HALT EMIGRATION 
Communist Propaganda Broadcast 


By a Correspondent 


The recent return from Israel to 
Rumania of a party of Jews is being 
used as propaganda by. the Com- 
munists in a new Campaign against 
would-be Jewish emigrants. 

A Yiddish broadcast from Warsaw 
entitled “How Immigrants turn to 
Emigrants described the “ disappoint- 
ment and grim reality of conditions in 
Isracl today,.”” which, was asserted, 
had made many Jews leave the country. 
In the past, it said, Jews had done every- 
thing possible in order to get to Pales- 
tine: now they were “running away ”’ 
from the country. “Israel is today the 
country with the biggest Jewish emigra- 


tion,” the commentator added. 
The broadcast alleged. that nearly 
1.500 Jews were ‘eaving Israel every 


month. These emigrants, it said. had 
openly stated that they were leaving for 
good; but there were others who. 
although ostensibly travelling abroad for 
various purposes, such as study, had 
decided not to return, At least 1,200 
Israeli students who had gone to study 
in the United States had applied for and 
received permission to setile there. 

The Yiddish press, too, has displayed 
prominently the nows about the return- 
ing immigrants, and the VOLKSTIMME 
has even coined the following joke : 
“ Why is it.”” asks one Warsaw Jew of 
another, “that these Jews return from 
Isracl ?".. “Don’t you know? It is 
written in the Talmud that the air of 
Isracl makes men wise.

A former: soldier in the American 
army of occupation in Germany, Mr 
Rudolph Waxmann, bas settled out of 
court the suit he had instituted before 
an American judge here tn which he 
asked from the I. G. Farben chemical 
trust the equivalent of about £71,400 in 
back pay and damages for the slave 
labour to which he was subjected im the 
notorious synthetic rubber plant at Buna- 
Monowitz, a sub-camp of Auschwitz. 

Waxmann brought the suit last sum- 
mer while he was a military policeman 
stationed near here. Because of his 
status as a member of the U.S.A. 
Occupation Forces, he was able to bring 
the suit before a court of the U.S.A 
High Commission, despite German oppo- 
sition. Since the beginning of this year, 
however, the - jurisdiction of American 
courts in civil cases has been sharply 
curtailed, For this and for other 
reasons, Waxmann'’s American. lawyc! 
made an out-of-court settlement, pur- 
suant to which the American judge has 
now dismissed the case.

AUSTRALIAN TRIBUTE TO 
INIMIGRANTS

SYDNEY 
In announcing details of the Govern- 


ment’s new immigration policy, Mr. 
Harold Holt, the Australian Minister of 
Immigration, said here last week that 


there would be no discrimination against 
suitable persons on racial or religious 
grounds 

The Minister paid a tribute to the post- 
war Jewish immigrants and to the 
individuals and organisations which had 
looked after them following their arrival. 
Their reception and assimilation’ into 
the general community and Australian 
way of life, he said, had been adequately 
cared for by the Jewish community with- 
out any cause of. concern to his 
department 

As a result of recent talks between 
Jewish leaders and Government officials 
in Canberra, it is haped that the Govern- 
ment will in future deal more leniently 
with the immigration applications of Jews 
horn in Eastern Europe or formerly resi- 
dent in that area, 


RELIGIOUS GROUPS AT 
UNESCO 
Combined Action Planned

At their annual conference in Paris last 
week-end the non-governmental organisa- 
tions having consultative status with the 
United Nations Educational and Scientific 
Council (Unesco) decided to form a 
working, parity of religious organisations 
to co-ordinate the. activities of religious 
bodies. 

Ihe decision to form the working party 
was taken because of the fecling among 
some groups that Unesco has only 
secular tendencies. Composed of the 
Commussion of Churches on International 
Affairs, the Catholic Pax Romana, the 
Fricnds World Committee, the Agudas 
Israel, and the World Union for Progres- 
sive Judaism, the working party which, it 
is hoped, will be given official status, will 
try to bring about closer co-operation 
between Unesco and international reli- 
gious organtsations, 

It was announced that a commission 
of governmental experts had rejected a 
proposal for a convention to protect reli- 
gious property in time of war, since this 
matter was already covered by the Hague 
Convention of 1907. The matter will 
again be considered at an inter-govern- 
mental conference, to be held in The 
Hague next April to draft a Convention 
covering cultural and historic property. 

Unesco, it was reporied, had drafied 
a Convention providing for the duty-free 
import of educational and cultural matter 
into countries signing the agreement. The 
Convention has already been signed by 
Britain aud Israel.

Twenty-three shares 
of £1 sterling cach will be issued for 
every 40 shares held. 

Separate imeentives are offered with

FOR ISRAEL 


Renewed Drive by 
F.J.R.0.

Lady Strabolgi, Lord Milner, and 
Mr. Clement Davies, Q.C., M.P., gave 
their support to the launching by the 
Federation of Jewish Relief Organisa- 
tions of a new food and clothing 
campaign on behalf of the 160,000 
immigrants in Israel who are still 
awaiting resettlement. 

The campaign is to culminate in a 
dinner at the Savoy Hotel, in London, 
on April 4, when the Chief Rabbi, who 
is President of the Federation, and Dr. 
A. Cohen, President of the Board of 
Deputies, will be among the speakers. 

Presiding over a gathering of repre- 
sentatives of Jewish ladies’ guilds and 
societics from various paris of the 
country, held—at the invitation of Mr. 
Davies—in the House of Commons 
Dining Room on Thursday of last week, 
Mr. Joseph Leftwich, Director of the 
F.J.R.O., said that the Federation had 
been founded 34 years ago in order to 
bring relief first to the victims of the 


pogroms in the Ukraine and later in 
Poland. 
Wherever the Need 
It had = since worked in all 


countries where there had been need for 
assistance and where access was available 
for the succour they could bring. Today 
their activities were directed mainly 
towards Israel, where the finances of the 
Ministry of Social Welfare did not suffice 
to clothe and feed all the newcomers who 
were not able to earn their own living. 

Ihe Federation, he announced, was 
now undertaking a new drive for a large 


consignment of food and clothing, and 


the proceeds of the forthcoming dinner 
would be devoted to that end. 

Lady Strabolgi, who succeeded her 
late husband as 
Appeals Committee of the F.J.R.O., said 
that while they all admired the magniti- 
cent way in which the Isracli Government 
had tackled the problem of integrating 
the mass of new immigrants, assistance 
from outside was nevertheless necessary 
if the many hundreds of families in the 
ma'‘abarot, whose only breadwinners were 
either sick or not yet capable of earning 
a living, were not to starve. 

“If we cannot be our brother's 
keeper,” declared Mr. Davies, “let us 
at least be our brother's helper.” Sup- 
porting the appeal, Lord Milner said that 
it would have the sympathy of all people 
who were acquainied with the suffering 
of those to whom the Federation was 
trying to bring some measure of comfort. 

Miss M. Sacks, Assistant Secretary of 
the Federation, made the appeal, which 
realised £500.

JEWISH CONTRIBUTION TO PLASTIC ART

It is a good thing for THe Jewish 
CHRONICLE to remind people, through 
Mr. Spencer's article and Mr. Feald- 
man’s letter last week, of the 
importance of Jewry’s and of Anglo- 
Jewry’s contribution to the plastic arts. 
Comparisons are said to be odious, 
and it seems a little unwise to suggest 
that Jewish literary achievement in the 
last SO years has not been as 
distinguished as recent or contem- 
porary Jewish artistic achievement. 
Nor am I sure that Jewish Book Week 
on its present scale does very much to 
encourage Jewish literature and Jewish 
writers, or that something similar, like 
a “Jewish Art Week,” would be of 
any real help to the artists. But 
Jewish art is already more fortunate 
in the existence of the Ben Ur 
Art Society, with its permanent 
collection and its frequent exhibitions. 
More jnterest and greater support for 
the Ben Uri would do more than a 
Jewish art week or even a Jewish art 
month, 


Epstein and Others 


The part of Jews in art is in fact more 
important than the article has indicated. 
As one of those who have championed 
Jacob Epstcin since 1915, | am happy at 
his growing recognition, though recently 
he has been complaining that his “ voice, 
which has been raised time and again 
against the latest tendencies in art, goes 
unheeded.” The admirers of Henry 
Moore would hardly agree that Epstein 
is “ the finest sculptor to have worked in 
England.” There have been other good 
sculptors in England, like Alired Sicvens, 
Eric Gill, and Gaudier-Brzeska. It ts 
rather early also to suggest that Epstein 
is “‘ the outstanding Jewish artist possibly 
of all time.”” It is only about 50 years 
since Antokolsky died, and he in his time 
was “the greatest sculptor of our age” 
Jewish Encyclopedia 

Sir Moses Ezekiel (another American 
who was knighted, but by the German 
Emperor) was also in his time the died 
in 1917) counted among the great sculp- 
tors of the world. So was another 
American Jew, Jo Davidson.. They both 
made important Government monu- 
ments, something which Epsicin has 
never, unfortunately, been asked to do. 
There 1s Henry Glicenstein, who died in 
New York. in 1942 and has had the 
Glicenstein Museum established in Isracl. 
He lived for some. years in England, and 
authorities like Konody, Lewis Hind, and 
Campbell Dodgson called him a genius. 

Lozofi, who died a few years ago in 
London, was a remarkably fine sculptor; 
Kineton Parkes, in his two-volume book, 


The Art of Carved Sculpture,” ranks 
him as one of the fines; wood-carving 
sculpiors. Says Parkes in this book

He was Warden 
and Financial Represcntative for several 
years and a member of the Board of 
Management till his death. He took an 
active part in the Synagogue Classes and 
was Chairman of the Choir Committee. 
He represented the Synagogue on the 
Board of Deputies tor the past decade. 
and only a week before he died attended 
a meeting of the Synagogue Commitice 
which is dealing with the question of 
building a communal centre. 

“Mr. Richenberg was also the 1ounder 
and Chairman of the Hendon Co- 
ordinated Charities Fund. which drstr- 
butes thousands of pounds to chartabie 
and educational organisations both here 
and abroad.”

MISS HELENA FRANK 


The death occurred in Haslemere 
last week, in her 82nd vear. of Miss 
Helena Frank, translator of works by 
Bialik, Tschernichowsky, Peretz, and 
other Hebrew and Yiddish writers. 

Sir LEON SIMON writes: “ We are wont 
to take nt for granted that everybody can 
be classified as enher Jew or Gentile, 
but the late Helena Frank, in so many 
ways 'a unique personality, was unique 
also in that she seemed to chalicnge the 
validuy of that assumption. Her father 
was partly of Jewish descent, but he: 
mother belonged to the English arisio- 
cracy, and she herself was brought up as 
a Christian and never gave up or changed 
her religion. Nor did she ever lose social 
contact with the world from which her 
mother came. Yet her identification, 
imtellectual and emotional, with Jewish 
mterests and aspirations was so deep and 
so genuine that it would be absurd to 
think of her as a Gentile sympathiser. 
Meeting her on Jewish ground, one 
scarcely realised that she did not com- 
pletely belong 


Translated Modern Hebrew Poetry 


“ As far back as 1906, the Jewish Pub- 
lication Society of America published 
Miss Frank's volume of translations of 
* Stories and Pictures from the Yiddish 
ofa: é. Peretz, and this was followed 
six years later by Yiddish Tales,’ a col- 
lection of short stories translated from 
the works of some twenty other Yiddish 
writers. She mastered Hebrew as well as 
Yiddish (and incidentally Russian also), 
and was one of the first to translate 
modern Hebrew poetry into English. 
She rendered many poems of Bialik and 
Techernichowsky, and more recently 
turned her attention to one of the 
younger living Hebrew poets, Haim Guri. 
At the time of her death she was engaged 
on an English version of the stories of 
the famous Chassidic Rabbi Nachman, of 
Bratzlaw. 

" I first met Helena Frank at the house 
of the late Herbert Bentwich. nearly fifty 
years ago, and in later years she became 
a close friend of my wife and myself. She 
would talk, with her wonderful simplicity 
am] directness of approach, about things 
in Israel and about her literary work and 
plans, and she would go away leaving 
behind her (possibly along with a forgot- 
ten umbrella) a sense of some exquisitels 
delicate quality which scarcely belonged 
to this world. She was the essence 
of genileness, lovingkindness, and 
unaffected modesty, with an unfailing 
cheerfulness of disposition and a lovabie 
touch of waywardness.”’ 

Mr. SiMon HeGer writes: “ Jewry 
has lost a devoted friend and literature 
a great translator in the person of Miss 
Helena Constance Frank. who died last 
week. She was a daughter of the late 
Lady Agnes Grosvenor, one of the sisters 
of the First Duke of Westminster. and 
was thus related to many aristocratic 
English families. The fact, however. that 
her father, Dr. Philip Frank. at one time 
a physician to Prince Henry of Batten- 
berg and to the King of Bulgaria, was of 
Jewish extraction, undoubtedly deter- 
mined the direction of her interests at 
an early age. 

“ Her help was given to Jewish writers. 
both eminent and obscure, throughout 
her life.” | 


BRITISH JEWS AND 
ISRAEL 


The Contribution of 
Anglo-Jewry 
To the Editor of THe Jewrsu CHRonicie 


Sirn.— Mr. Stalbow’s article in your 
issue of January 15 is indeed a timely 
reminder of the valuable contribution 
by British Jews to the upbuilding of 
Eretz Yisrael at a time when the 
practical realisation of Zionist aims 
seemed almost as remote as the advent 
of the Messiah. But many other 
British Jews played an important part 
in addition to those mentioned by Mr. 
Stalbow. 

Mention should be made of Mr. 
Murray Rosenberg and the late Sir Stuart 
Samuel, who were directors of Habonch, 
the first Anglo-Jewish building company 
in Palestine, and of the late Major Benja- 
min Chaikin, F.R.1.B.A., who was then 
surveyor and who supervised the crecuon 
of some of the first houses in Herzl 
Street. Tel Aviv. as well as some of the 
most beautiful buildings in Haifa and 
Jerusalem, Mr. Murray Rosenberg, who 
settied in Jerusalem shortly after the rssuc 
of the Balfour Declaration, was also 
largely responsible for the acquisjjion 
from the International Hebrew Christian 
Alliance of the property then known as 
Abraham's Vineyard and which is now 
Kerem Avraham, a well-developed Jeru- 
salem suburb. 

Other Brittsh Jews who made early 
contributions to the development of the 
country included a group of Leeds Jews. 
headed by the late Mr. Baker and Mr. 
Coss. who founded the Jerusalem Brick 
and Tile Company. and the late Mr. 
David M. Spiro, of Manchester, the late 
Mr. Isaac Black. of Belfast, and the late 
Mr. Mayer Shatz, of Merthyr Tydfil (a 
brother of the late Professor Boris 
Shatz). who planted some of the first 
orange groves in Raanana and Ness 
Ziona and constructed some of the first 
houses in Bat Yam

TEACHERS’ FACULTY FOR 
JEWS’ COLLEGE 


To the Editor of THe Jewrsn CHronicie 


Sir,——The report in your January 2? 
issue on the Jews’ College Council! 
meeting contained an interesting refer- 
ence by the Chairman of the London 
Board to his sub-committee’s eagerly 
awaited report on the training of 
teachers. Mr. Alfred Woolf. indicated 
that one of the recommendations 
would be “a proposal to set up within 
the (new) college a special faculty for 
the training of teachers, not only for 
the Board, but for the whole Anglo- 
Jewish community.” 

To some of us this statement is not 
quite clear. Does it simply mean that 
the new Jews’ College is to be ‘asked 
to provide houseroom for a prospective 
teachers’ faculty which will then be run 
by an independent body of educationists ” 
Or does 1 mean that the proposed faculty 
is to be an official part of Jews’ College 
and coming completely under its admin:- 
stration ? If the latter, then there would 
seem to be hittle progress beyond the 
present position, and we should again 
face a situation where teachers’ traiming 
would be an appendage rather than an 
entity of its own—surely a retrograde and 
not a progressive step. 

Could we have some clucidation, so 
that the exact import of the recommenda. 
tion may be fully appreciated ? Need | 
add that nothmg derogatory is meant 
towards Jews’ College, the valuable work 
of which in its own sphere cannot but 
he widely recognised and appreciated. It 
is precisely because many of us would 
like to see the status of a teachers’ train- 
ing faculty comparably as high, that we 
pose our question now—before recom- 
mendations are adopted and plans 
embarked on. A.

Sir,—Dr. S. Levenberg, in your issue 
of February 12, writing on what he 
described as a matter of “ urgent 
public importance,” asks the Anglo- 
Jewish community to regard Israeli 
appeals “from other sources which 
harm the J.P.A. ond the J.N.F. as 
prejudicial to the interests of 
Israel...” Your correspondent does 
not give any precise explanation as to 
what and whom he considers harmful, 
though from the general context of 
the letter his demand of a public boy- 
cott would appear to extend to all 
Isracli organisations in this country 
which continue their fund-raising 
activities in the months of February 
to June. 

Now, Sir, glancing through the columns 
of the same issue in which this prepos- 
tcrous announcement of Dr. Levenberg s 
is published, I find that among the 
offending" organisations are the 
Hebrew University, the British Commit- 
tee for Technical Development in Israel, 
the Friends of the Midrashia, the Anti- 
Tuberculosis League of Isracl, the Magen 
David Adom, and the Shaare Zedck 
Hospital. The “culprits” connecied 
with these bodies include men of the 
calibre of Viscount Samuel, the Chief 
Rabbi, the President of the Board af 
Deputies, Sir Louis Sterling, Mr. Justice 
Karminski, Professor S$. Brodetsky, Pro- 
fessor Norman Bentwich, Sir Keith 
Joseph, Dr. Alec Lerner, and Cllr. Victor 
Mishcon, ed 

1 can, of course, speak only for the 
British Committee for Technical Devclop- 
ment in Israel. Since this organisation 
presumably comes under Dr, Levenberg’s 
denunciation, I should like to reply to 
him. 

My committee, acting at the request 
and under the inspiration of leading men 
in the State of Isracl, is engaged in a 
national appeal on behalf of the Tech 
nion. the Israel Instuute of Technolog, 
and 1s £7,000,000 expansion scheme, the 
importance of which was emphasised by 
Mr. David Ben-Gurion, the former Prime 
Minister, in the following words 

“| and my colleagucs im the Government are 
deeply interested in the rapid and broad cxpan- 
son oOf-this vital imstitutwon We are in 
urgem need of first-rate professional man-power 
and particularly man-power with special skills in 
branch of science and technology The 
success of our efforts will depend on the availa- 
bility of such man-power,’ and a national!

Mr. Ben-Gurion also stated that ** the 
Government of Israel is setting aside from 
Siate’ lands, a broad area on Mount 
Carmel’ where we wish to see the new 
Fechnion speedily built.”

Jewish Cookery 


By FLORENCE GREENBERG 


RECIPES BY REQUEST (cont.) 


Mandelbrot (Komishbrot) 


Plain flour, 10 oz. ; cooking oil, 6 table- 
spoonfuls; baking powder, 4 level tcea- 
spoonfuls; sugar, 4 oz.; almonds, 3 072.; 
flavouring: 2 eggs; pinch of salt. 

Do nor blanch the almonds; rub them 
in a dry cloth and cut across. Beat the 
eges and sugar lightly, add the oil, and 
flavour with almond or vanilla essence, 
or grated lemon rind, 

Sieve the flour, baking powder, and 
salt, add the egg mixture and the almonds ; 
mix to a dough. With floured hands form 
into long thin rolls about 3 inches wide. 
Place on well greased and floured baking 
ting and bake in a moderate oven (350°— 
Regulo No. 4) until very lightly browned 

about 30-40 minutes. Leave ull nearly 
cold, then cut obliquely into Slices about 
t in. thick, sprinkle lightly with castor 
sugar, and return to a cool oven tll dry 
and lightly browned. 


Chopped Herrings 


Two sak herrings; chopped onion, 1 
tablespoonful; vinegar, 2 tablespoonfuls ; 
salad oil, teaspoonfuls; a large sour 
applic; thick slice of bread; 1 hard-boiled 
egg: ictiuce leaves. 

Soak herrings in cold water for 24 
hours. Then wash thoroughly, remove 
bones, and chop finely. Soak the bread 
in the vinegar, then break up with a 
fork; mix with the herring, and add the 
finely chopped onion and apple, the salad 
oil and a little pepper. Serve on lettuce 
leaves and sprinkle with a chopped hard- 
boiled CEE. 


Herring Salad (1) 


Four pickled herrings wuh soft roes; 
chopped beetroot, 2 tablespoontuls ; 
capers, 1 tablespoonful: vinegar, } pt.; 
a small onion: two large applies 

Soak herrings for several hours in cold 
water, then remove skin, bones, and roes, 
and chop the herrings. Skin and chop 
onion, apples and beetroot, and add to 
the herring together with the capers; mix 
- oughly and add a little pepper. Pound 
the soft rocs to a paste, add the vinegar. 
pour over the salad and mix thoroughly. 


Herring Salad (2) 


Two salt herrings; chopped onion, 1 
rtspoontful ; chopped cucumber, 1 
tablespoon! ul: one hard-boiled C2e , beet- 
root; mayonnaise; one boiled potato 
(medium).

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PROGRESS IN 
ISRAEL 


MRS. GOLDA MYERSON’'S visit to Britain 
has given a most memorable and enthusiastic 
start to the campaign of the Joint Palestine 
Appeal for 1954. In her eloquent speech at 
the inaugural dinner, she struck a noticeably 
optimistit note. The present difficulties of 
Israel, as she rightly remarked, are a chal- 
lenge to all Jews outside. At the same time 
she stréssed the great progress that Israel 
has recently made. This development ts 
strikingly expressed in new _ settlements, 
villages, and roads, in the expansion of 
industry and agriculture, the prospecting for 
oil, and the extension of education and medi- 
cal services. The inhabitants of Israel realised 
said Mrs. MYERSON, that they must as quickly 
as possible be able to stand on their own 
feet. While they were grateful for the help 
given to them from outside in the past, and 
for the assistance that was to be given to 
them in the future, they fully realised that 
the life and development of the country 
depended primarily upon themselves. The 
Israeli Minister of Labour asked a very 
pertinent question: “ How long is this fund- 
raising abroad going to last?” And with 
her own unrivalled practical experience of 
current problems, she felt able to predict 
economic independence for the Jewish State 
within .a few years, provided the Jews in 
Israel and throughout the world continued 
“to work and think together.” This confi- 
dent and reassuring statement will cause the 
liveliest satisfaction, and must strengthen 
and encourage the Jews of Britain in the 
determination to také their proper share in 
this historic partnership. 

As a leading member of the Israeli 
Government, Mrs. MYERSON was obviously 
speaking with full knowledge and authority. 
Her appraisement of the position has since 
been endorsed by the Budget estimates 
presented to the Knesset by Mr. Levi 
ESHKOL, the Minister of Finance. In view 
of the “noble effort” undertaken. by Jews 
abroad, Mr. ESuHKo. said that the inhabitants 
of Israel were determined to make additional 
sacrifices m order to establish economic inde- 
pendence. And Mrs. arguments 
were further reinforced by the speech at the 
same gathering of Mr. Evtanu. ELatnu, the 
Israeli Ambassador to Britain, who appealed 
to “the great and distinguished tradition in 
Angio-Jewry of active participation in the 
life and work of the Yishuv ’—a tradition 
which, as he well noted, goes back to the 


days of Sir Moses MONTEFIORE. 

In this context, a special appropriateness 
and Significance attaches to the Supplement 
on Isracl which is issued with this number 
of Ture Jewisu CHRONICLE The article by 
Mr. Isaac ROKACH recalls the pleasant 
comcidence that this year marks the centen- 
ary ol the purchase of an orange grove in 
Jatia by Sir Moses MOontTeriore.

“ Seeing is believing,” and many of those 
who read of the latest developments in the 
new-old Land of Israel will wish to visit it 
in person. The excellent facilities available 
for travel and tourism are also outlined in 
our supplement. With the interest aroused 
by the Joint Palestine Appeal, it seems 
certain that Israel will attract an ever- 
increasing number of visitors from this 
country.

BUDGET PROBLEMS 


THE new budget presented this week in Israel 
touches the record total of 1£571,000,000 
(over £100,000,000 in sterling _ figures). 
Hitherto Israel has had three budgets— 
ordinary, development, and defence. The 
present budget combines the ordinary and 
development, and makes a_ contribution 
towards the defence budget, whose terms and 
figures necessarily remain secret. But the 
new budget attempts to bring stabilisation 
nearer, in cost of living, prices, and the 
exchange rate. The difficulties are well 
known. The Yishuv was not self-supporting 
during the Mandatory period; with the 
demands imposed by Statehood, war, and 
mass immigration the position drastically 
worsened. 


With the introduction in February, 1951, of 
the New Economic Policy, which aimed at 
stabilisation, a new factor was introduced, the 
Replacemient Fund, or the difference created 
by purchasing goods at one rate of exchange 
and selling them to the public at another. 
This fund shows a deficit of 1£50,000,000, and 
the party struggles around the new budget 
centred on this problem: how, on the one 
hand, to continue with this form of subsidisa- 
tion in order to keep down the cost-of-living 
index, and, on the other, to prevent an 
accumulative deficit. But it is hoped to keep 
up present subsidies, which by now are only 
given for absolutely essential foodstuffs and 
fuel. This will raise the index by about ten 
points immediately. Since during the first 
year of the New Economic Policy prices 
adjusted themselves upwards by 50 per cent, 
and in the following year by 20 per cent, if 
this year the rise ts only ten per cent, stabilisa- 
tion would appear to be nearer. 


As in most countries, the population of 
Israel bear a heavy burden of taxation, 
growing heavier each year. At first sight, 
however, it seems favourable compared with 
other countries. Ihe national income is 
estimated at 1I[£1,050,000,000 and total 
taxation (including municipal taxes) at 
1£210,000,000, or exactly 20 per cent. In 
Britain it is 37 per cent (40 with municipal 
rates, etc), in France 30 per cent, Western 
Germany 30 per cent, New Zealand 27 per 
cent, Finland 25 per cent, and Japan 23 per 
cent. But in Israel the burden is more 
unevenly distributed, falling almost entirely 
on a small part of the population,- Those 
living in the ma’abarot can contribute little, 
if anything ; the kibbutzim, because of their 
peculiar structure and the initial hardships 
they endure, are virtually exempt ; the self- 
employed and middle class have been living 
In an unrealistic world, paying on the basis 
of their earnings of two years ago, although 
these have little relationship to present 
conditions. Efforts to spread the burden are 
being made in three directions: first, by 
improving tax-collection from self-employed 
people ; secondly, by imposing the pay-as- 
you-earn system on a somewhat lower level 
of income ; and thirdly, by increasing indirect 
taxation on what are considered the less 
essential commodities. 


The picture presented by the budgets 
appears at first glance to be satisfactory. Israel 
pays for its own services and defence needs 
and appeals to world Jewry for help towards 
development only—a fair distribution. But 
an analysis of the figures shows that this 
position has been achieved by sacrificing 
many things which have come to be taken for 
granted in most of our modern world. The 
budget-makers claim, rightly, that they have 
reduced expenditure from the orginal figures 
presented, without cutting services. But 
services provided in Israel, such as education, 
health, and social welfare, had already 
reached a dangerously low level, perhaps 
lower than in any other civilised country. And 
perhaps on the other hand, for the size of 
country and population, the Civil Service is 


top-heavy, Whatever mistakes are made, 
however, those responsible for Israel's finan- 
cial policy have the aim of a balanced 
economy clearly in view and are moving 
towards it, though the road is uphill all the 
way. 


VOTES FOR WOMEN 


A SPECIAL combined meeting of the Coun- 
cil of the United Synagogue and the dele- 
gates from the Constituent Synagogues 1s 
to be held on Sunday next to consider the 
proposals to alter the constitution of 
the United Synagogue in accordance with the 
procedure set out in Clause 67 of the 
Scheme to the United Synagogue Act 1870. 
The opportunity is being taken to alter the 
constitution by bringing it into conformity 
with modern usage and nomenclature, and a 
number of amendments of varying impor- 
tance are included. The chief matter, how- 
ever, for discussion by the meeting appears 
to be whether women seatholders who are 
members in their own right should be given 
the right to vote at synagogue elections. 
This subject has been canvassed heatedly 
for a number of years by several of the 
Constituent Synagogues, with varying success. 
Under the present proposals, women seat- 
holders in their own right would not them- 
selves be eligible for office but would have 
the right to vote for men candidates for 
synagogal office. Many of those who oppose 
the giving of women this limited right to 
vote will doubtless seek to justify. their stand 
on the ground that it is contrary to the Din. 
In this respect, it is instructive to recall the 
ruling on the Din given by the late CHIEF 
Raps as far back as 1927, when he stated 
that there was no objection whatsoever in 
Jewish Law to the granting of voting powers 
to women seatholders. That’ ruling was 
endorsed by the present Curer Rapsi at the 
beginning of 1951 (with the proviso that 
they could not stand for office, which is not, 
however, in question in the proposed amend- 
ments). The Raps, by Clause 3 of 


the Deed of Foundation and Trust 1871, 


alone is empowered constitutionally to 
declare the Din for the United Synagogue, 
and so the time of the meeting will be wasted 
if objection is takeh on this ground to giving 
votes to women. It is to be hoped that any 
“ pocket Chief Rabbis” who seek to declare 
a “better” Din than that enunciated by the 
Curer Raps will be ruled out of order 
instantly. The Sefardi community, it should be 
remembered, whose standard of Orthodoxy 
is similar to that of the United Synagogue, 


-have in recent years even elected a woman, 


Mrs. A. MocaTtta, as one of their Elders, 
The United Synagogue are at the present 
time asked to take a step which 1s. very 
restricted in scope when contrasted with the 
innovation made by the Sefardi community. 
There should be no question now about its 
adoption into the revised Scheme, so that the 
small number of women involved shall enjoy 
a right long denied them. |

Forces. Applications are urgently invited 
from younger members of the Angio-Jewish 
ministry for a Short-Service Army Commis- 
sion as Jewish Chaplain in the United King- 
dom. It is significant that the War Office 
attaches much importance to this vacancy 
being filled at the earliest possible appor- 
tunity. If the responsible Government 
authorities make a request of this kind, we 
can be assured that it is imperative in the 
public interest to provide the requisite reli- 
gious ministrations for our Jewish Service- 
men. No less essential is it from the 
specifically Jewish standpoint to ensure the 
proper maintenance of these facilities. 
During two whole years and at- a most 
impressionable time of their lives, our young 
men are separated from all the normal 
associations of Jewish life.- It therefore 
becomes a foremost obligation to make the 
utmost possible use of all available means 
for giving them whatever moral and spiritual 
guidance is possible. There could be no 
more satisfying and worth-while activity for 
any young minister who has a true sense 
of vocation and wishes to offer his ministra- 
tions where they will be most needed. It is 
to be hoped that this appeal will receive a 


ready response from those who are suitably 
qualified.

He lives in a different environment. How can 
he understand the tradition unless he interpre's 
it for himself? And later, in an interview with 
Grossman, he enables the sick man to see. 
after a lifetime of uttering uncomprehended 
prayers, what is the true nature of his creed. 

What Mr. Asch has done, then, js to base 4 
major novel not merely on those humane ethics 
which we sometimes presumptuously refer to as 
“ Jewish,” but upon the Jewish religion: and. 
by the way, he has put to shame those bigots 
who, in other countries, have called into 
question his Jewish faith.

Race and Religion. By

Christian theology has, under the 
impact of contemporary events, moved 
away from Marcion, who tried to 
emancipate Christianity from Judaism 
or. as it is usually put, from the “ Old 
Testament.” Dr. Campbell moves in 
the opposite direction. His aim is to 
revive Marcion, Another aim of the 
author is to propagate a conception 
of race similar to that of Houston 


Stewart Chamberlain, a German 
writer of English-Swedish origin, 
whose “Foundations of the 19th 


Century ” appealed so much to the 
late Kaiser that he gave orders to 
have this book available ‘in the Irbrary 
of every officers’ mess. The ideas of 
Alfred Rosenberg’s book, “ The Myth 
of the 19th Century,” which has been 
called the bible of Nazism, are those 
of Marcion and H. S. Chamberlain. 

However, not only a handful of 
German Christian herétics and. others 
were responsible for the rise of 
Hitlerism. Professor Adolf Harnack, 
the teacher of numerous German 
theologians and pastors, who was not 
at all an antisemite but a typical Ger- 
man Liberal, expressed the view that 
he could accept the Prophets and the 
Psaims, but had to reject the other 
parts of the Old Testament. In_ his 
book about Marcron (1920) he wrote: 
“If Protestantism in the 19th cen- 
tury still regards the Old Testament 
as Holy Scripture, it is a sign of the 
religious weakness of the Church.” 
Harnack died in 1930. Three years 
later, hjs view about Judaism was the 
ideology of Germany's rulers; they 
forced the Church to preach Christian- 
itv according to Marcion, 

Dr. Campbell's undertaking to 
revive Marcion does not represent 
anybody but himself. Today no 
Christian theologian of repute is for 
Marcjon. But many pious folk who 
are concerned only with the salvation 
of their own souls, and therefore dis- 
regard the world, are (though unknow- 
ingly) disciples: of Marcion. That 
Marcion is regarded a heretic by ‘the 
Christian Church does not absolve 
it from sharing in the responsibility for 
the rise of antisemitism. Dr. Campbell 
asserts that “race is the key to his- 
tory without bothering about a 
definition of what race is. 


PHILOSOPHER'S LIFE 


"Tis Folly to be Wise. By 
PrEUCHTWANGER.

Lion Feuchtwanger is stril, perhaps, 
best known in this country as the 
author of “ Jew Siiss,” his first novel, 
which was a best-seller of the mid- 
twenties. His youth was spent in 


Munich, but when the Nazis came into 


power, all his property, including a 


‘precious library, was confiscated, and 


he was forced to leave the country 
and live in France. The second world 
war caught up with him again: but, 
after bering interned by the French and 
narrowly escaping. recapture by the 
Germans, he finally escaped to 
America, where he now, lives in the 
peace and sunshine of California.- 
Ihe first part of his new novel “ ’Tis 
Folly to be Wise.” is a reconstruction 
of the last months of Rousseau’s life 
at Ermenonville and the events leading 
to his sordid murder by the groom 
who was his wife’s lover. The latter 
half of the book describes the events 
and some of the personalities involved 
in the social upheaval which owed 
its impetus to the teaching of the 
murdered philosopher and reached 
its climax in the French Revolution. 
The later chapters, with their brief, 
kaleidoscopic scenes and portraits of 
the Revolution, are too clotted and 
compressed to sustain the interest 
aroused in the more human earlier 
part. The slow beginning of social 
unrest, the emergence of strong 
personalities to apply or misapply the 
teachings of Rousseau, and the 
violence of the actual process of 
Revolution : all this is too big a subject 
for the fictional framework and much 
of it is frankly dull. 
_ The real interest of the book is the 
imaginatively re-stated problem of the 
ulf between Rousseau the teacher and 
ousseau the man.

RESTITUTION AND COMPENSATION 


By Professor NORMAN BENTWICH 


HERE is a growing bewilder- 
ment among the Jewish 
public over the different 

agencies concerned with the tangled 
business of payment of reparations, 
restitution, and compensation by 
Germany to the victims of Nazi 
persecution. And the modern habit 
of denoting names by initials does 
not help to understanding. What 
are the U.R.O., J.R.S.O., J.T.C., and 
the Claims Conference ? It is pro- 
posed in this article to give a brief 
account of these different agencies 
which are working together in this 
field, and of their achievements. 


Pay ments to Individuals 


First, a distinction is to be drawn 
between the payments which the Ger- 
man Federal Republic is making to 
the State of Israel. in accordance with 
the agreement signed in Luxembourg 
in 1952, and the other payments which 
are made by individuals to individuals. 
and to trustee bodies acting on behalf 
of individuals, or by the West Ger- 
man Government to individuals. 

Ihe Luxembourg agreement pro- 
vides for the payment to Israel over 
a period of years of a sum of 
3.450.000 marks (about 
£287,000.000) in specified classes of 
goods, or in German credits with 
other countries, which .are transferred 
to Israel for the purchase of goods. 
The value of the instalments of these 
indemnities which were paid up to the 
end of 1953 approached $100,000,000. 
And during this vear there will be 
a further instalment. 

A. substantial amount of these first 
payments has been used for the pur- 
chase in England of petroleum, the 
Federal Government having trans- 
ferred for this purpose part of its 
credits .in the European Payments 


Union. In addition to the indemnities 
paid to Israel on account of the 
resettlement jn Israel of refugees from 
Germany, the Federal Government is 
paving in the same form of goods a 
substantial sum which is credited to 
the Jewish Claims Conference for the 
assistance of the refugees from Nazi 
persecution in countries outside Israel. 
The Government of Israel credits the 
Claims Conference with a portion of 
the indemnities for these: purposes. 

During the war, long before Ger- 
many’s capitulation, the Allied Powers 
constantly declared that one of their 
war aims was to assure the victims 
of the Nazi régime restitution of stolen 
and confiscated property and compen- 
sation for loss of liberty, life, health, 
profession, employment, and the like. 
After the capitulation the restitution 
of property was a “ reserved subject ” 
for the occupying Allied Powers in 
Germany ; which meant that the Allied 
Military Governments could enact 
legislation on the subject binding on 
German authorities, 


Legislation in American Zone 

For two years an attempt was made 
to enact a single law on restitution for 
the four zones—British, American, 
French, and Russian—and many 
drafts were discussed. When the cold 
war began, the hope of quadripartite 
action declined ; and the effort of the 
three Western Powers to enact a 
common law for their zones also 
failed. The American  Mblitary 
Government was the first to take 
action : in 1947 it promulgated a resti- 
tution law for the American zone. All 
persons who had been deprived of 
identifiable property .could present 
claims, as could their heirs; and the 
law provided also for the establish- 
ment of a Jewish successor organisa- 
tion entitled to claim. property to 
which theré were no heirs and property 


which had belonged to the Jewish 
communities. That body was known 
as the Jewish Restitution Successor 
Organisation (J.R.S.0O.), and it was 
to apply the proceeds of restitution 
for the rehabilitation of the communt- 
ties and for the aid and rehabilitation 
of Jewish refueces in all parts of the 
¥ Orid. Special German courts were 
entrusted with the execution of the 
law: but a final appeal from their 
decisions lay to an Appellate tribunal 
composed of American judges 


Property Recovered 


The J.R.S.O. has almost completed 
its work tn the American zone and has 
recovered from individuals property 
or compensation for property to the 
value of over 90,000,000 marks (about 
£7. 500.000) It succeeded in making 
global settlements with the Provincial 
Governments, by which the latter paid 
a lump sum and took over the claims 
against individuals in their territory. 
The organisation is now working 
mainiy in Berlin, pursuing the claims 
for heirless and communal property 
in the Western sectors there. It. has 
still to recover from the Federal 
Government restitution on account of 
the movable property, jew ellery, furnt- 
ture, shares, etc., which were confis- 
cated bv the Nazi Government 
Already from the proceeds it has made 
large grants to the Jewish Agency and 
to the American Joint Distribution 
Committee to. be used for the benefit 
of refugees in Israel, Europe, and 
America. 

At about the same time as. the 
American body was constituted to 
claim heirless property, another body 
was established, with rts centre in Lon- 
don, to assist individual claimants who 
had not the means to pursue their own 
claims and to retain lawyers [he 
Council: for the -Protection of the 
Rights and Interests of Jews from Ger- 


JEWISH DAY SCHOOLS 


By Dr. J. BRAUDE 


HE number of those in favour 
of Jewish Day School educa- 
tion is growing. They are 
moved by the conviction that it is 
essential to give to a child in its 
formative years the maximum of 
Jewish knowledge in a Jewish atmo- 
sphere, thus ensuring his peace of 
mind. Experience here and on the 
Continent has shown that those who 
passed through Jewish schools are 
no less fitted than others to take 
their place in a Gentile society, 
where they are. expected to contri- 
bute their full share to the well- 
being of the countries whose 
citizens they are 
The high standard of teaching in 
Jewish schools is proved by examina- 
Ihe recent list of exami- 
nation successes published by the 
Hasmonean Grammar School, for 
example, shows a number of scholar- 
ships to universities, including Oxford. 
in a variety of subjects ranging ‘from 
modern history and classics to 
mathematics and science. About one 
half of the group took modern 
Hebrew as one of their subjects in the 
General Certificate Examination. 


Four Cities 


The figures below show that in 
England at present 4.400 children are 
enrolled in Jewish day schools and 
in nurseries attached to them. These 
schools exist today jn four cities, and 
it is to be hoped that other communi- 
ties will follow their example. Taking 
into account the numbers of their 
Jewish population, Birmingham, Liver- 
pool, and Manchester are doing 
equally well, while in London—where 
the difficulties are much greater— 
many districts are still without a 
Jewish day school. 

However, the total of pupils in 
Jewish day schools in London has 
risen during the last two years by 
about 20 per cent to over 2,700. If 
the funds available were put to proper 
use, the number of children in Jewish 
days schools in the Metropolis could 
easily be increased to 5,000. 

The school in Birmingham § and 
almost all the schools in Manchester 
are State-aided. Endeavours are being 
made to achieve a similar status for 


many of those which are still indepen- 
dent. These efforts. 1 think. do not 
alwavs meet with the measure of co- 


operation from the Ministry of Educa- 
tion which could be expected 

The positive influence of Jewish day 
schools on the spiritual atmosphere 
and development of our communits 
cannot be fully assessed today, but it 
will, no doubt, make itscil feit in the 
generations to come

GROWTH OF CITRUS INDUSTRY 


By ISAAC ROKACH 
(General Manager of the Pardess Syndicate and a member of the Citrus 
Marketine Board) 


T is a pleasant coincidence to be 
asked to survey the present posi- 
tion of the citrus industry of 

Israel on the 100th anniversary of 
the purchase of an orange grove in 
Jafla by the great Anglo-Jewish 
philanthropist, Sir Moses Monte- 
fiore. This grove was known for 
many years. as Pardes Montefiore 
and it has since been built up as 
Shehounat Montefiore, now part 
and parcel of Tel Aviv. Whether, tn 
buying the grove, he was prompted 
by a desire to grow his own etrogim 
or to provide employment for young 
Jerusalemites or to be able to exer-

Let us survey briefly the various 
ways in which the fruit is distributed— 
through exports, sale for local con- 
sumption, and sale to factories. 

It is obvious that, having reach 
an export figure of 15,000,000 cases 
in the season 1938-39, there should be 
no difficulty for the Citrus Marketing 
Board to market advantageously the 
much reduced quantities of the last 
few seasons. The Board has often 
had to ration its customers. This 
season the situation has become more 
difficult in this respect, because, on 
the one hand, two important markets 
were added to the list of our customers 

Russia and Germany—and, on the 
other hand, the deterioration by frost 
of the major part of the Spanish 
orange crop has greatly increased the 
demand for Jaffas.

Most of them make use 
of every particle of the orange, the 
grapefruit, or the lemon, The follow- 
ing is the list, perhaps not complete, 
of the products processed: juices 
(plain, pasteurised, or concentrated), 
essential oils, pectin, alcohol, mar- 
malade, jam, tinned sliced oranges and 
grapefruit, and cattle fodder. 

During the last few seasons the fac- 
tories have processed all the culls that 
were passed to them: but thev did not 
have sufficient to enable them to cope 
with all their orders. However, com- 
petition from the United States. 
strengthened by a 40 per cent ad 
valorem subsidy granted by the Trea- 
sury to processors of juice for export, 
has reduced the amount of orders 
received by the Israeli by-product 
factories. 

Summing up, it will be seen that the 
citrus industry's acreage was seriously 
affected by the Second World War 
and by the War of Independence, 
being reduced from 300.000 dunams 
and an export of over 15,000,000 cases 


to about 125,000 dunams and an 
export of 7,000,000 cases. The 
industry, however, is now well 


organised. All exports go through the 
Citrus Marketing Board, which also 
handles the sale of fruit to the local

OLLOWING the introduction 
of the new rate of exchange— 
1£5.040 for £1 sterling—even

It appears, however, that the rate o 
new planting is far behind sched 
and that for the next six o

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POTASH FROM THE DEAD SEA 


By Dr. BARNETT STROSS, M.P. 


FOUND it difficult to realise how 
far away England was, when, in 
January last, | looked at the 
Potash works in Sodom, by the 
Dead Sea. The manager, who was 
showing us round, spoke to me of 
the shipments to England, and in 
my mind’s eye I could see the cargo 
vessels at the end of their journey 
entering the Manchester Ship Canal. 
It was a hot day, but one expects 
that at the Dead Sea; and we were 
far too interested in the view spread 
before us to think overmuch about 
a broiling sun. The recently opened 
road from Beersheba to Sodom had 
brought us through the rocky deseri 
in three hours. Before the road was 
opened the journey by truck used 
to take two or three days. The potash 
works. 1.200 feet below sea-level, 
employ 300 men, and will produce 
70.000 tons of potash:this year. The 
plan, however, envisages a_ rapid 
extension of the productive capacity 
of this undertaking. and by 1957 it is 
hoped that the output will be at an 
annual rate of 300,000 tons. 


Significant Contribution 


The value of 300,000 tons of potash, 
at todays prices, would be about 
$12,000,000—a very significant contri- 
bution to the economy of a small 
country. 

It was known for years that the 
Dead Sea was an incredibly rich 
source of potash, bromine, and mag- 
nesium. It was never known, how- 
ever, that the Negev possessed great 
quantities of other forms of mineral 
wealth, including phosphates, materials 
needed in the manufacture of glass 
and pottery, iron ores, copper, and 
mankanese. 

The world is hungry for phosphates. 
For centuries land erosion has been 
increasing in many parts of the world, 
with a consequent alarming drop in 
agricultural potentiality and fertility. 
India, for example. needs phosphates 
urgently as a soil fertiliser. and Israel 
can supply them if two conditions are 
fulfilled. One of these depends upon 
Israel itself : its capacity to expand its 
resources and keep up production. 


The other depends upon its neigh- 
bours, and Egypt in particular, Food- 
production in India and Asia will be 
hampered if Israel's phosphates can- 
not oe exported. The route to these 
continents lies through the Suez 
Canal, which is closed to Israeli 
vessels, or at least rendered difficult 
for them, by the action of Egypt. The 
alternative route right round Africa 
and the Cape must add very greatly to 
the cost for those who need this 
fertiliser. Jt is no exaggeration to 
assert that the blockade hurts Israel ; 
it also denies much needed help to 
the densely populated lands where 
food is indeed in short supply 

By next year if is estimated that 
the output of calcined phosphate rock 
of high concentration will be 120.000 
tons. Of this, 40.000 tons will be 


available for export. But i 1s 
envisaged that ultimately one. to 
two million tons a vear could be 


mined and exported [his would 
require substantial capital investment 
for plant and machinery and the build- 
ing of a railway The saving on 
imports would then be considerable. 
and the value of the exports would 
£0 up to $70.000.000. 


Pottery and Glass 


From the early 
excellent pottery was made by the 
Philistines, and the material was 
obviously available locally. It is not 
surprising that surveys of the Negev 
since 1948 have discovered ample 
deposits of clays suitable for the 
ceramic industry and of silica sand for 
glass manufacture. Even felspar is 
available near, Elath. Appreciable 
Saving 1s to be expected almost at once 
by using these materials and avoiding 
the need to import them. 

Rich outcrops of iron ore and large 
copper deposits have been found. the 
former in the central Negev and the 
latter in the south. To exploit these 
findings capital will be needed, but 
how fortunate 1s Israel compared with 
many countries! Very few have both 
phosphates and potash, and many have 
no iron ore or copper. Israel faces 
many difficulties today, but its future 
can be an assured one if it receives 
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the help it needs at the moment. In 
modern times a heavy chemical 
industry 1s more important even than 
steel and iron. The inspiration of 
the first President, Dr. Weizmann, is 
seen in this field in particular At 
Haifa the phosphate rock of the Negev 
will be used to produce sulphuric and 
phosphoric acid, and at Acre, 
chlorine and caustic soda will be 
manufactured. 

A small country has as many diverse 
needs of raw materials and manufac- 
tured goods as a large country. 
Befote the Negev was surveyed it was 
difficult to foresee how Israel could 
ever enjoy a reasonable standard of 
living without continuous outside help. 
It is true that irrigation would allow 
more than sufficient food to be grown 
for its population, but a Western 
standard of living implies more than 
a sufficiency of food. It has been 
noted that agricultural settlements are 
good national investments. Ihe 
recent settlements, founded by the new 
immigrants from the Yemen, North 
Africa, and Iraq, produce after two 
years a very high return on the total 
capital invested. 


Defence Comes First 


Israel needs peace and capital 
investment. * Given both, it has, as I 
remarked above, an assured future, 
and may expect a standard of living 
similar to that of Switzerland. It ts 
impossible to estimate the § full 
cost of the blockade and of the need 
to be fully armed, but it must certainly 
be high: With peace, loans and 
investment might well be more easily 
available. The youth of Israel serve 
two-and-a-half years as conscripts. 
Their work is needed on the land and 
in industry, but under present condt- 
tions defence comes first. 

At present Israel assembles Kaiser- 
Frazer cars, as well as trucks, jeeps, 
and buses. Already many of the 
accessonmes are manufactured and not 
imported. It is not impossible to 
believe that within ten years Isracl 
may have developed its own auto- 
mobile industry, and will be exporting 
to friendly, and not hostile, Arab 
countries many of the machine tools 
and manufactured goods that. they 
also must acquire if the standards of 
the Middle East, as a whole. are to 
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Tourism contd. jrom prev. page 
their. original settings. As the pro- 
cession Winds its way up Mount Zion 
on Pesach. the participants, colourtul 
in their satin kaftans, striped robes, 
streimels. or turbans, the Festival 
seems to take on an added dimension 
of meaning.

In addition, the country enjoys a 


number of natural resources which 
alone would make it attractive to 
tourists. Ihere are long, golden 


heaches washed by the white surf of 
the blue Mediterranean. The climate 
might justifiably be called perfect— 
nine months of unbroken sunshine in 
the year. Protected winter resorts, like 
Tiberias. sheltering in the Jordan 
Valley, make Israel an all-the-year- 
round tourist centre and attract sun- 
seekers from chillier clymes. Within 
an amazingly small compass Is a 
matchless variety of scenic beauty, 
including Galilee’s serene wooded 
hills and valleys, the lush, semi- 
tropical groves of the Jordan Valley, 
and the romantic vast desert lands of 
the Negev. 


Easy Accessibility 


Another advantage for the tourist 
js the country’s accessibility—it is only 
12 hours’ flying time from London, 
There are twice-weekly sailings from 
French and Italian ports and a more 
frequent service during the season. 
Nor will the visitor have any of the 
language difficulties usually associated 
with foreign travel, since most Israelis 
speak English. 

Israel's natural attractions and 
advantages, however, are only half the 
battle in byilding up a thriving tourist 
industry. The Government is well 
aware that the modern tourist also 
demands a very high standard of 
comfort, luxurious accommodation, 
up-to-date transport, and a wide choice 
of recreational facilities, The-efforts 


made during the last year to conform 


to these standards are responsible for 
the satisfying improvement in Israel's 
income from tourism. 

Ihe addition of 600 new hotel 
rooms, making a total of 2,000 
suitable for even the most discrimi- 
nating visitor, has gone a long way to 
solving the accommodation problem 
Ielephones, private bathrooms, and 
contemporary furniture are now the 
rule rather than the exception. The new 
hotels are On a par with the finest in 
the world. as many a tourist has testi- 
fied. and embrace the most modern 
features, including private beaches and 
swimming-pools, ballrooms, 
dining-rooms, and lounges, The new 
exchange rate has made tarifls very 
reasonable 


Sightseeing Buses 


The whole field of

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POPULAR FRUIT 
JUICES

FAMILIAR sight at the Lon- 

don Docks is the arrival of 

ships of many nationalities 

with cargoes of concentrated and 
“ natural “ Israeli citrus juices in for- 
midable-looking barrels. Last week 


a Spanish ship docked with a large 
quantity of the juices, which was 


speedily unloaded and sent to 


_ factories throughout the country. 


For the Jewish State, fighting to 
obtain new markets and earn foreign 


currency, the British housewife pro- 
vides the most cheerful and heart- 
warming news: the ‘Isracli citrus 


juices are the most popular in the 
British home. Despite restrictions and 
despite the difficulties which face the 
Israeli growers, the demand for Israeli 


citrus juices continues unabated. 
British firms, which produce about 
14,000,000 gallons of “ squash” every 


year, prefer to use the Israeli juices. 
A large proportion of the drinks 


are made with these juices. 
Quota Difficulties 


The import of Israeli citrus juices is 


at present seriously affected by the 
British Government's quota system, 
Ihe Government decided that 


importers of .Israeli juices could, in 
effect, buy only 50 per cent of the 
amount which they imported in 1951. 
The result can be seen in a comparison 


of the import figures for 1952 and 
1953. While in 1952 about 610.000 
gallons of concentrated juices were 
imported (apart from the natural 
juices), Only 386,000 gallons were 
allowed to enter this country in 1953 
There are, however, great hopes 

| among importers that the quota 


system will come to an end this vear. 
Ihis would lead to a considerable 
expansion of imports from Israel and 


even the possibility of new record 
figures being established. 
[he present remarkable popularity 


of the Israeli cjtru$ juices in Britain 
and the high esteem in which the 
juices are held by the importers. the 
Ministry of Food, and by the British 
housewife, is due mainly to the close 
co-operation established during the 
last war by the British Government 
and Palestinian citrus growers and 
manufacturers of juices. The Ministry 
of Food turned to Palestine to ohtain 
the urgently .needed juices for the 
_ children of this country. Equipment 
was sent to the factories in Palestine 


and the manufacturers were advised 
on the use of the most modern 
methods, 

[his co-operation, which led to the 
most striking developments and 
expansion of Palestine’s citrus 
industry, -has continued with most 
beneficial results for Israel and 


Britain, Every yeal representatives of

Boon for Children 
lo the children of this country par- 


juices have proved a 
boon. about $00,000 callons 
of concentrated juices were utilised 
for the Ministry of Food’s Child Wel- 
fare Scheme. In 1953, because of the 
quota restrictions, the Ministry pur- 
chased only about 250,000 gallons for 
the scheme, but as this quantity was 
insufficient they had to buy from 
other countries, including hard- 
currency areas, 

It is now recognised that the Israeli 
juice has no superior anywhere in the 
world. The British Government has 
had no occasion to complain about 
the quality of any shipment. 

There are in Israel about 12 fac- 
tories in the Jaffa orange belt which 
specialise in the production of the 
juices. These factories have 
reached a high standard of efficiency, 
Because of the saving involved, it is 
now becoming increasingly popular to 
export the juices in a cOncentrated 
form, although the figures for export 
to Britain in 1953 of about 220,000 
gallons of natural juices shows that 
both forms are stjll widely used. 

Modern Israel owes a great debt to 
the late Mr. Abraham Goldberg, of

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ISRAEL’S EXPORT DRIVE

LTHOUGH citrus fruit and 
their by-products will con- 
tinue to be the main com- 

modities exported by Israel, an 
intensive drive has been made to 
increase the volume and types of 
industrial products for sale overseas. 
In 1953, sadustrial exports were, in 
fact, nearly double those of the 
previous year, reaching a total of 
$21,850,451 against $11,420,402 in 
1952. Industrial exports comprised 
38 per cent of all exports in 1953 
(approximately $56,000,000) against 
31 per cent in 1952. 

This drive was given great impetus 
last May when a new monetary policy

Fifty-three per cent were sold 
basis of clearing agreements 
and nine per cent on barter terms 
While Israeli goods today reach 
almost every -part of the globe, two 
new markets have recently been 
opened.

Hope for Increased Trade 


This is partly a ,heritage ol 
mandatory régime during which, with 
Palestine jn the sterling area, it was 
natural for Britain to take most of the 
citrus fruit from the Holy Land. But 
Israeli manufacturers are gratified to 
find that British firms are taking other 
foodstuffs and certain industria! pro- 
ducts which were not available at the 
time of the Mandate. With a more 
liberal import policy coming into 
effect this year in Britain, they hope 
to increase the volume of trade 
between the two countries. From 
January 1 to November 30, 1953, 
British buyers bought Israeli goods to 
the value of £5,875,000 sterling. 
During the same period Britain sold 
to Israel goods valued at £7,944,000 
(the difference was made up by some 
small credits and the appeal funds). 

Israeli citrus fruit, by-products 
(juices and concentrates), tinned vege- 
tables (including tomato purée), 
chewjng gum, and halva accounted for 
about’ £5,500,000. The balance was 
made up of a number of commodities 
sold in small quantities. Exports of 
nylon stockings from a new factory 
totalled £18,000. A trial shipment of 
Israeli lamb’s wool, sheared this 


the 


season and valued at about £12,000, 
was shipped recently to England by 
the Wool Association of Hamashbit 
Hamerkaz (the Histadrut purchasing 
and distributing agency). It is under- 


stood that it was well received and 
further orders are anticipated. A 
small quantity of watches, about 


£3,000 worth, were sold to Britain last 
vear for the first time. This is a new 
jndustry, with three factories in Israel. 

Plywood from the Taal Mishmarot 
factory at Pardes Hana, and valued 
at £155,000, was sent as the first part 
of an order placed by a British firm. 
Another and much larger consignment 
is due to leave shortly. About £15,000 
worth of cement has also been sent to 
Britain. This commodjty is becoming 
one of Israel's most widely distributed 
products, having found a ready market 
in Turkey particularly. It was not so 
long ago that Israel was itself 
desperately short of cement, and it is 
a measure of the progress made in 
productivity that cement now fills an 
important rdle in the export pro- 
gramme. Much larger quantities will 
be available when the Shimshon plant 
at Hartov (representing a_ British 
investment of over £2,500,000 sterling) 
begins to work,

industry, since world markets are far 
from saturated, and it is believed that 
Britain will be ready to. buy. much 
larger quantjties when they «are 
available. 

So far as other industries are con- 
cerned, the State of Israel had to start 
almost from scratch five years ago 
Since then investors have started 
enterprises of all kinds. But in reach- 
ing this stage of industrial development, 
manufacturers here are beginning to 
think in terms of practical policy a: 
to whether it 1s wise to spread pro- 
duction over quite so wide a field. 
They realise that it might be better to 
Specialise in fewer items, such as 
textiles (including wool and fashion 
articles), citrus by-products (concen- 
trates and juices), essential oils and 
conserves, and polished djamonds. 

Ihe assembly industries for vehicles 
and refrigerators have, of course, no 
chance of serving the hard-currency 
countries, but are important-in imple- 
menting clearing and barter agree- 
ments. Israelis expect to develop the 
British market for potash (now that 
production has begun), chocolate, 
tinned goods, sweets, halva, biscuits, 
wines, chewing gum, and olive oil. 
Some of these are at present imported 
by British firms only under a quota, 
but open licences which are being 
increasingly granted to them are 
helping trade with Israel, for instance, 
in grapefruit slices, for which a 
promising demand was found.

THE WINES OF 
PALWIN 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


T early settlers in Palestine 
were proficient vinegrowers. 
In Biblical days, viticulture 
produced the prize clusters of 
grapes which were so weighty that 
the combined strength of many. 
people was necessary to lift them. 
“And they bore it (a cluster of 
grapes) upon a pole between two.” 
—( Numbers xii, 23) 

Nowadays the vineyards of Isracl 
are flourishing at the hands of S.C.V., 
the Société Co-operative Vigneronne, 
whose several hundred members bring 
their harvest-yield to the cellars of 
“Palwin”™ at Rishon and 
Zikhron Ya'agov, where wines and 
spirits of fine quality are produced. 

In Britain today there are two lead- 


ing importers of Israeli wines and 
several “lesser lights.” These wines 
are imported mainly from S.C.V. 


cellars, which account for 85 per cent 
of all the wines and spirits produced 
in Isracl—and from two different 
cellars in Petah Tigva. 

All these wines and spirits which are 
produced in Israel are kasher lepesach 
and all are under the supervision of 
the Chief Rabbi of Israeli, Rabbi Dr. 
Isaac Herzog. 

Because of the size of the cellars at 
Rishon 1-Zion, a full-time resident 
rabbi (Rabbi Y. Ydafiowsky) was 
appointed to supervise the production 
of the wines which are <Aasher 
lemehadrin min hamehadrin. 

The influx of immigrants into Israel 
in recent vears has increased the 
demand for wine. One pressing demand 
was to ensure the provision of the 
“Four Cups” for Pesach. Because of 
the dearth of foreign currency large 
supplies of the best quality wines and 
spirits had to be exported. This year 
over $250,000 worth of wines was 
sent from the cellars of Rishon 1-Zion 
to the Palestine Economic Corpora- 
tion in America formed recently with 
the object of distributing these wines 
throughout the U.S.A. 


Kasher Champagne 


To meet an urgent demand for 
kasher champagne the cellars 
produced a special and demi-sec cham- 
pagne known as “ President's Israel 
Champagne.” Produced by a bottling 
process according to an original 
French method, each bottle received 
Special treatment over a prolonged 
period. 

As early as 1897 the directors of 
the Rishon |-Zion wine cellars fore- 
saw the need to establish their own 
branch in England. The Palestine 
Wine and Trading Company Ltd. was 
founded and it has progressively 
increased its sales. 

Ihe shareholders and directors in 
Britain are aSsociated with the com- 
pany in a purely honorary capacity. 
This is in deference to their associa- 
tions with the family of the late Baron 
Rothschild, who was instrumental in 
founding the cellars at Rishon 1-Zion. 
One of those associated with the 
company is Lord Nathan. 

In addition to serving the Anglo- 
Jewish community throughout Great 
Britain, Palwin annually sends wine 
overseas—to Canada, Morocco, Aden, 
Fire, and other countries. 

Every consignment of wine which 
comes from Rishon I'Zion is accom- 
panied by a hechsher certificate listing 
each variety. 

Four vears ago the Rev. M. Unter- 
man, a son of the Chief Rabbi of Tel 
Aviv, Rabbi IE. J. Unterman, was 
appointed Religious Superintendent of 


the Palwin Company. He was recently 


promoted to the status of Executive 
Director. 

The company are now issuing regu- 
lar “ Palwinews sheets advising their 
clientéle of the dates of the Festivals 
and Holy-days as well as providing 
relevant information. Last month a 
new section of the firm, the 
“ Functions Advice Department,” was 
started. This department is equipped 
with up-to-date records of all available 
caterers, banqueting halls, their respec- 
tive tariffs, and so on, as well as 
information on the manifold amenities 
essential to the planning of a success- 
ful simcha.

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JERUSALEM’S NEW WHITEHALL, 


By the Hon. EDWIN SAMUEL, €.M.6. 


FRUSALEM was the head- 
quarters of the Mandatory 
Administration of Palestine: 


it is the capital of the new State of 
israel. Under the Mandate the 
various departments were housed 
largely in rented buildings. But a 
number of fine Government build- 
ings were built during the thirty 
years of British rule. These include 
the High Commissioner's residence 
now occupied by the United 
Nations staff: the Rockefeller 
Museum—now in Jordan terri- 
tory: the Government Printing 
Press, and, above all, the massive 
General Post Office, which now 
also houses the Ministry of Com- 
munications. Palestine was blessed 
with several able Government 
architects—in particular Harrison 
and Winter. Their work endures. 

But this accommodation is wholly 
inadequate for the needs, however 
modest, of the modern State of Israel. 
In 1948 the vacant German village of 
Sarona, on the eastern edge of lel 
Aviv. was charmingly converted into 
the Kirya, with offices for the Prime 
Minister and most of the Ministries. 
The Knesset at that time sat in a con- 
verted cinema on the sea shore. But 
no sooner had all this been completed 
than, in 1950, the centre of Govern- 
ment moved back to Jerusalem: first, 
the Supreme Court and the Knesset ; 
then the Prime Minister; and, over 
the last three years, most of the other 
Ministries, of which the Foreign 
Ministry was the last to arrive. Only 
the Defence Ministry now remains in 
Tel Aviv, in addition to a number of 
departments of several other Minis- 
tries which have been moved back 
owing to lack of accommodation in 
Jerusalem. 

Of Israel's 30,000 civil servants 
(excluding the teachers and the police) 
4,000 are stationed in Jerusalem, as in 
Mandatory days. By the time the 
population of Israel mses from its 


present figure of 1.650000 to 
2,000,000, office accommodation jp 
Jerusalem will have to be found for 
5,000 officials.

ings could have been built severa! 
times over. 

The * Government of Israe! has 
wisely decided to follow the example 
set by the French at Rabat in 
Morocco and by the Turks at Ankarg 
and to build a new “ Whitehall” on 
the outskirts of the city. The 
site chosen is on the western edge 
of Jerusalem, between the Rehavias 
Quarter and the string of suburbs 
along the Ain Karem road. Here 
there is open land on a series of ro!l- 
ing hill tops. Starting with the former 
Arab area once known as Sheikh Bad 
just south of the Jerusalem-Tel Avi 
road, three separate series of public 
buildings are planned. The most 
northern is the Jerusalem Convention 
Centre, which already exists. Then 
comes the new “ Whitehall,” between 
the Convention Centre and tic 
recently built Ruppin access road to 
Rehavia, by-passing the centre of the 
city. South of this road is the exist- 
ing but still primitive stadium in the 
hollow of the hills. built for the 
Liberation Day parades and used on 
three anniversaries so far. South of 
this again is the long hill crest where 
the new Hebrew University will be 
built. 

The new Whitehall—or Kirya-—of 
Jerusalem ts to occupy a site of 450 
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where the choicest fruits are displayed under 
modern refrigerated, hygienic conditions.

acres. This is more spacious than the 
250 acres allotted since 1937 for the 
new Government centre at Ankara. 
Before designing the new Jerusalem 
Kirya, the Israeli Government's 
experts examined the plans of a 
great many other cities. Canberra, 
the Federal Capital of Australia, pro- 
vided some useful hints. 

The plans for the new Jerusalem 
Kirya were prepared in a special office 
set up for the Tel Aviv Kirya and 
transferred to Jerusalem in 1950. It 
is headed by Mr. Shlomo Arazi, a 
former member of the Mandatory 
Department of Public Works, The 
adviser on the Jerusalem Kirya plan 
was Mr. Joseph Klarwein, who 
designed the lay-out of Mount Herzl. 

Out of the 450 acres available for 
the new Kirya, 150, or one-third, are 
set aside for a green belt. Of these 
ISO acres SO have already been 
planted with over 100,000 trees. The 
plan provides for a central block of 
buildings [see photograph of model] 
on the four sides of an open square 
to be used on ceremonial occasions. 
To the south is to be the permanent 
home of the Knessct: to the west the 
Prime Minister's offices; to tne east 
the Foreign Ministry: and to the 
north the Ministry of Finance. 

To the south of the Knesset (where 
Benno Elkan’s monumental Menorah 
will be housed) is a 15-acre rose 
garden, of which ten acres have 
already been planted. This rose 
garden is already in use for Govern- 
ment receptions in the summer. It 
contains a small artificial lake cover- 
ing about a quarter of an acre and 
will eventually have a _ scries of 
little waterfalls—a. pleasing idea 
in the dry and rocky hills.. To 
the south-east of the rose garden are 
the sites of seven identical blocks of 
buildings for the other Ministries. 
One of these blocks is nearly finished : 
two more are under way but held up 
owing fo shortage of Government 
funds. Each block contains 250 
rooms on four floors, housing S00 
officials. The seven blocks will thus 
house 3,500 officials, while the four 
buildings round the central square 
will house a further 1.500, or 5.000 
in all. Each of the seven blocks is 


capable of expansion to a height of 
six floors, providing an eventual 
maximum capacity of 7,500 officials. 

Under each block a huge cistern is 
being built to receive and store the 
rain falling on the 1,500 square metres 
of the roof of the building. With an 
average annual rainfall of half a 
metre, this gives 750 cubic metres 
gross of water a year or 600 cubic 
metres net, after deducting evapora- 
tion, etc.—a figure ample for the daily 
needs of the office workers in each 
block. Several former stone quarries 


in the centre of the main site are also 
being converted into reservoirs for 
conserving water in emergency. A 
very large quarry at the extreme 
south-east corner of the site will be 
used as a_ further reservoir, sur- 
rounded by maintenance workshops 
for the new Kirya. 

West of the main square and the 
Prime Ministers offices will be a 
covered terminus for inter-urban 
meotor-buses, on the lines of that 
already existing at Tel Aviv. Under

the bus terminus will be a series of 
rooms used to house essential services. 

North-west of the main square and 
the Ministry of Finance are sites for 
the new State Bank, Agricultural 
Bank, and other institutions having 
close contact with that Ministry. 

A new internal road is planned, 
from the Jerusalem-Tel Aviv road to 
the Ruppin road, past the bus 
terminus. At the northern junction 
of this road, where are now the 
garages of the Jerusalem city bus 
service, a big block of commercial 


concrete blocks. These house the 
Foreign Ministry, recently transferred 
from Tel Aviv; the offices of the 
Accountant-General in the Ministry 
of Finance; the Central Statistical 
Office, transferred from other tem- 
porary accommodation elsewhere in 
Jerusalem; the new G.P.O. Savings 
Bank; and the Ministry of Educa- 
tion's School of Nutrition, which 
provides a daily cafeteria service for 
the 900 civil servants already working 
in these premises. A few old Arab

Ait Petah Tiaqva, where Rabbi Frum- 
kin and his family settled, there were 
many hazards. There were no houses, 
and the chalutzim, coming to build the 
settlement from the neighbouring 
centre of Yehudia, were each day 
exposed to attacks by wandering 
Arabs. At night, Arabs would turn 
their goats and cattle loose on the land 
farmed bv the Jews, to destroy the 
young vine shoots. At that time 
Rabbi Frumkin patrolled the area on 
horseback, with a rifle slung across his 
shoulders. 

Despite malaria, yellow fever, and 
Other diseases rampant in the area, 
Rabbi Frumkin bujlt a small house— 
the first at Petah Tiqva-—-for himself 
and his family, and was later joined by 
other settlers inspired by his example. 

Disease was not the orly hazard 
encoumtered. Once the Rabbi was 
attacked outside his home by an Arab 
gang, and would have been clubbed to 
death had it not been for the braver’ 


of his wife. who fought off the 
attackers single-handed 
Rabbi Frumkin interested the 


Rothschild family in his project and 
also the Lovers of Zion, who sent a 
delegation to visit him He also 


established Hebrew classes and a 
yeshiva in the settlement, 

In 1893, at the invitation of the then 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, 
Rabbi Frumkin received a “call” to 
Britain, where he became Rabbi of 
the Artillery Lane Synagogue, London, 
E. He also preached at the Cannon 
Street Road Synagogue, of which he 
was one of the founders. 

A year later he founded the firm of 
L. Frumkin and Co. Ltd., 162 Com- 
mercial Road, E.1, mainly for the 
purpose of selling Palestine wines and 
furthering the economy of the country. 
He named his imports Mizrachi and 
Zion brand. Although the rabbi was 
instrumental in establishing the firm, 
his wife carried on the business while 
he devoted himself to learning and 
communal matters. 

Frumkin’s often recount an incident 
which occurred in September, 1939, 
when war was declared. Immediately 
after the alert had sounded, local 
people took shelter in the deep cellars 
where the wine is stored. One young 
man was carrying his crippled father, 
an elderly, pious Jew wearing his 
yarmulka, As they came through the 
door the old man murmured. in 
Yiddish: “We shall be safe in the 
cellars here. as this is a kasher busi- 
ness, and God will preserve us from 
Hitler's bombs.”

domain by telephone and cable, with 
his telephone operator as his chief 
assistant. Trunk calls from buyers, 
agents, informants, and shippers come 
from all over Britain, and from the 
Scandinavian countries, giving the 
latest market prices, weather reports 
(from Spain and other competing 
countries), shipping movements, and 
reports on local requirements, 

The Board, a semi-governmental 
body, is the only organisation entitled 
by Isracli law to market citrus fruit 
abroad. Although the citrus planta- 
tions are owned by individual growers 


and agricultural settlements, ll 
market their produce through the 
Board, which decides policy on 


marketing and the purchase of raw 

materials for citrus exports. 
Although the Board is headed by 

the Minister of Agriculture and con- 


tains representatives of interested 
Government departments, its other 
members are representatives of the 


growers and the citrus co-operatives. 

As soon as estimates of the season's 
crops are received, delegations are 
dispatched to purchasing countries to 
fix prices, arrange contracts with 
shipping compantes, prepare publicity 
campaigns, ectc. Mr. Levin's special 
task is to see that Britain and the 
Scandinavian markets obtain their fair 
share of “Jaffas.” And this season 
he has a new responsibility ——-Germany. 
The West German Government has. 
for the first time. asked for Israel 
citrus—-600,000 cases. But Mr.

Shipments 
to that country this vear will be very 
small. Israel must, of course, first look 
after its old and regular customers.

Transfer of Currency

Barclays and the Ottoman Bank—to 
transfer its currency to Israel and 
obtain its equivalent in Israeli 
currency from the Government there. 
The Board receives I£5 for every 
pound sterling (this is calculated at the 
rate of 1£1.8 to the dollar).

EA and air traffic between 
Britain and Israel has been 
stepped up considerably in 

recent years. The comparatively 
few ships in passenger service are 
being increasingly patronised, espe- 
cially Zim Lines’ newly acquired 
15,000 tonner, Jerusalem, as well as 
their favourite smaller vessels, 
Negbah and Artsa. All three have 
excellent kasher kitchens, as has 
also the Italian liner, Pace. 

The only direct communication by 
sea between England and Israel is by 
passenger-cargo vessels such as those 
operated by the Zim and Prince Lines. 
If the extra time can be spared, the 
round trip affords a wonderful 
experience at very low cost. 

it is gratifying to note that Haifa ts 
becoming more and more a “must” 
for dollar-earning cruises, 

But. of course, the main traffic of 
ocean-going vessels between the two 
countries is for the transport of citrus 
fruit. And it is in this connection that 
the splendid record of the Zim Line 
merits reference. Zim Line's frunt- 
carrvine fleet consjsts today of six 
electrically ventilated fast vessels of 
between 2.600 and 4,000 tons displace- 
ment. Thev are the Tamar, Rimon, 
Geffen. Hadar. Etrog, and Nakhshon. 

They carry 15 per cent of the Israeli 
citrus exports, the first four ships 
serving the United Kingdom, Ireland, 
and North-West European countries ; 
the last two serve the Mediterranean 
and Black Sea ports, ancludjng Cdessa. 
Ihe Mediterranean countries are also 
served by the three passenger ships 
Jerusalem. Negbah. and Artsa, sailing 
frequently and regularly between 
Haifa, Cyprus, Naples, Genoa, and 
Marseilles. 

Zim freighters have established a 
fine reputation for good handling and 
delivery of citrus and other fruit or 
vegetables, not only in Israel but also 
in other Mediterranean countries. 
They have been carrying shipments of 
potatoes from Cyprus and onions and 
oranges from Spain. 

Ihe vessels bringing citrus are not 
returning empty. Goods, such as 
machinery and general cargo, are 
loaded in the various British and 
Continental ports. 

Five of the Zim fruit carriers have 
limited but very comfortable accom- 
modation for passengers. These ships 
have become famous not only among 
Jews for their exceHent services and 
cuisine. There is hardly sailing 
from Britain without a few non-Jewish 
passengers embarking for a five to 
seven weeks Mediterranean cruise. 
When in. Israel, round-trip passengers 
use the ship as their hotel for about 
seven days. The fruit and passenger-

pertv. and confiscatory taxation. The 
Allied Military Governments did not 
enact legislation on these matters, but 
left it to the German authorities. 

In the American zone, laws were 
enacted by the Provincial Govern- 
ments providing for claims by refugees 
and displaced persons who had left 
Germany. A similar law was enacted 


in Berlin. In the British and French 
zones, however, the legislation passed 
by the provinces was utterly 
inadequate. The U.R.O. offices jn the 


American zone and in Berlin had con- 
trived by last summer to settle some 
§.000 claims tor compensation, to a 
value of 25,000,000 marks. This 
aspect of their work is now to take 
on larger dimensions. It was one of 
the provisions of the Contractua! 
Agreements between the Federal 
Republic and the Allied Powers that 
there should be Federal legisiation to 
cover all these forms of compensation, 
and that it should enable claims to be 
made by. victems of Nazi persecution 
who had emigrated. Further, it was 
a part of the settlement at Luxem- 
bourg between the Claims Conference 
and the German delegates that classes 
of claumants who were not covered by 
the legislation in the American zone 
or in Berlin should be added. 


Function of U.R.O. 


[he German Federal law on com- 
pensation was enacted last July and 
came into force in October. The main 
function of U.R.O. will now be: to 
assist Jewish claimants tn all parts ol 
the world who are entitled to present 
a demand for compensation under the 


new law. For this purpose the offices 
of. U.R.O. will have to be greatis 
extended. For there are clammants in 


most European countries, as well as 
the British Commonwealth and North 
and South America. 

The’ U.R.O 
only those claimants without the 
means to retain. lawyers, Dut it 1s 
expected that these will number tens 
of thousands. The financing of this 
enlarged operation will be done in 
future by the. Jewish Claims Con 
ference, which will replace the three 
welfare bodies hitherto responsible 
The Claims Conference will apply te 
this essential work of rehabilitating 
victims of Nazism a part of the funds 
which it is to receive from German 
reparations through the State of Israc! 
It is expected that the work of recover 
ing compensation will take at least five 


years. And when jt is completed. the 
amount recovered will probably not 
be less than that obtained trom the 


restitution of property. 

For its increased work the govern- 
ing body of U.R.O.-has been enlarged 
to include persons nominated by the 


Claims Conference and also repre- 
sentatives of the larger Jewish com 
munities in America. the British 
Commonwealth. and Europe. trom 
which there will now be a large 
number of claimants.

The indictment told how 
efficiently the Vichy Commissariat for 
Jewish Affairs operaied and how Oberg 
was complimented by Berlin for getting 
the French police and other authorities

One hitherto mysterious aspect of Ger- 
man policy towards the Jews in France 
was cleared up by the indictment, The 
mass deportation of Jews in this country 
did not start until the summer of 1942, 
after two years of German occupation, 
for the simple reason that transport 
facilities were lacking. The German 
organisational genius, however, finally 
surmounted this difficulty the 
slaughter began. 

K nochen alone was charged with aiding 
and abetting the demolishing by explo- 
sives of nine Paris synagogues on the 
night of October 2, 1941. The actual 
destruction was carried out by the French 
fascist leader, Deloncle, after he had 
applied for a job with Vichy and had 
been told that he must first give proof 
of his sincere desire to collaborate. 


Murder of Mandel 


Knochen was also accused of having 
personally arranged the murder of the 
French Jewish statesman, scor|gcs 
Mandel, at the behest of Hitler and as a 
reprisal for the assassination of the Vichy 
Minister of Propagatda and Information, 
Philippe Herriot. The Germans lacked 
the courage to accept responsibility for 
the killing of Mandel, who was accord- 
ingly sent back from Germany to France 
and, while on the way by air from Paris 
to Vichy, was done to death by Dr. 
Schmidt on detailed instructions, it 1s 
said, from Knochen. 

Oberg and Knochen, at perfect case,

GENERAL NAGUIB'’S 
RESIGNATION 


Effect on Israel Uncertain 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


The sudden resignation of General 
Naguib and the appointment of 
Colonel Nasser, the Vice-Premier, as 
temporary head of the Egyptian 
Cabinet has come as a complete sur- 
prise to political leaders in London 
and must be the cause of speculation 
mixed with anxiety in Jerusalem. 
the two revolutionary leaders, Colonel! 
Nasser is the younger—he is aged 36, 
Naguib 53—and more emotional and 
unpredictable. He is also more likely 
than was his predecessor to yield to 
the whims of popular pressure and 
hatred of Israel. 

General Naguib’s hostility towards 
Israel, although unrelenting, was never- 
theless tempered by the realities of the 
Situation. His friendship towards the 
Jewish community of Egypt, which he 
demonstrated at every opportunity, was 
not lacking in sincerity. Hardly a Jewish 
Holy-day passed without the General visit- 
ing a synagogue or paying his respects 
to the Chief Rabbi of Cairo. Truc, his 
hostility to Isracl remained unaltered, and 
there was no easement in Egypt's 
blockade of shipping to Israel. In one 
of his outbursts he described Israel as a 
cancer endangering all Arab countries. 
But this was tempered by assurances of 
a desire to keep peace with Israel. 


Fought in Arab-Jewish War 


It was, perhaps, due to Naguib’s realis- 


tic outlook that Egyptian border incidents 
with Israel, although numerous, did not 
become as bitter and vehement as those 
between Israel and Jordan. 

Colonel Nasser’s attitude to Israc! 
is as yet difficult to predict. Like Naguib he 
fought in the Arab-Jewish war and. again 
like Naguib, he was a member of the 
secret “ Free Officers” organisation, which 
formed the core of the military Junia, 
which helped to overthrow Farouk in 
1952. His was the more outstanding réle 
in the fighting with Israel. As Major 
Nasser he played a prominent part in the 
fighting around Negba, and in the defence 
of the Faluja pocket. It was also as a 
representative of the Egyptian Command 
that he took part in negotiations with the 
Israeli officers for a hak in the battle, the 
Israelis having called upon the encircled 
Egyptians to surrender. The negotiations 
did not lead to the expected results, bu! 
Nasser was reported to have made friendly 
contacts with Yigal Allon, the Commande: 
of Palmach. and to have shown great 
imterest in the life of the Jews in Israci, 
especially that of the kibbutzim. 

Although ever“since Naguib’'s accession 
to power Nasser has been second-in- 
command, and, according to the latest 
disclosures made in Cairo, he was elected 
leader before the coup was staged, his 
attitude to [stael is stil an unknown 
quantity. His first preoccupation seems 
to be the ousting of the British troops 
from Suez. “Out with the British: 
Eevpt for the Egyptians’”’. has been the 
slogan he frequently used in his threaten 
ing ulterances, espcc illv since he Hecamne 
Vice-President. of the Revolutionary 
Council. 

Social Reformer 

The son of an Egyptian peasant, and 
experiencing much poverty in his youth 
he was responsible, as Mrnister of the 
Interior, for the various reform measures 
introduced in Egevpt and the confiscation 
of the large estates of the Royal family: 
but he is stated to have. been largely 
instrumental in saving ex-King Farouk’s 
life and allowing him to leave the 
country unmolesied, when a number of 
Army leaders demanded imprisonment 
and a trial. 

The reason for this upheaval within 
the Revolutionary Council is still obscure. 
Most probably the cause was the 
impatience of Colonel Nasser and his 
supporters in the Army with the inability 
of General Naguib to fulfil his promise 
of clearing the Suez area of foreign 
troops. 

This gesture of impatience, it is feared 
in political circles here, added to the 
general insecurity which the. sudden 
change in leadership has caused, makes 
the situation in Egypt much more fluid 
and uncertain. Israel, it is thought, 
would do well to be on the alert against 
any eventualities.

KISHON RIVER PORT COMPLETED

HAIPa 

The Kishon river port, completed last 
August at a cost of 1£3,500,000, which, 
for the first time, provides Israel with a 
river harbour capable of accommodating 
ships up to 3,000 tons, was officially 
declared open on Wednesday when 
a freighter anchored there, loaded with 
the first export of sulphuric acid for 
Turkey, 

This shipment inaugurates a large-scale 
export programme of chemical fertilisers 
processed in a new port installation, 


capable of manufacturing 90,000 tons of 
sulphuric acid yearly. 

The plant is one of the largest of its 
kind outside the United States. Its 
equipment was purchased through a loan 
from the Import-Export bank, and 
installed with the help of British and 
American engineers. 

By the terms of a two-year barter 
agreement with Turkey, Israel receives 
pyrites ore from that country in return 
for the acid. Israel hopes to become 
self-sufficient in basic chemical fertilisers 
by 1957. Meanwhile, the operation of the 
new plant will effect a saving of millions 
of pounds in foreign currency.

Liberalising Immigration 
Policy

JERUSALEM 

The Co-ordinating Committee of the 
Jewish Agency and the Israeli Gov 
ment has agreed to liberalise the scie< 
tive immigration policy [details of the 
scheme were published in last week's 
JEWISH CHRONICLE], 

At the same time, the Agency | 
offered to bring back to Isracl yordim 
Ipersons who have emigrated from the 
Jewish State] who, before July 6, notify 
the Agency that they wish to return 

At a press conference on Wednesday. 
Mr. S. Z. Shragai, head of the Agency's 
Immigration Department, said that 
returning yordim would be directed (he 
to agricultural settlements or to national 
service (if this has not yet been pe 
formed). They would be expected to 
refund the expenses incurred for their 
return as soon as they were rehabilitiicd, 

Immigration last month totalled only 
326, the lowest monthly figure yei: in 
the same month 400 Jews emigrated 
from Isracl. The present level of immigra- 
tion—it totalled’ just over 10.000 in 1953 
—did not justify the existence of an 
Immigration Depariment of the Jewish 
Agency with many offices and large staffs 
abroad. said Mr. Shragai. He fecom- 
mended that intensive efforts be made to 
increase immigration. At present their 
main sources of immigration were North 
Africa and the Western countries 

Mr. Shragai announced thar 1.7% 
Jews from Cochin would soon be 
brought to Isracl.. Health experts had 
been sent to Cochin to treat local Jew: 
for elephantiasis before their emig
